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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings

drawings, the Applicant is referred to the attached PTO 948 form. Applicant is advised 
to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. These claims recite the limitation "...graphical array 

of a plurality of objects..." It is unclear to the Examiner what this phrase means. The 

Applicant has not provided a definition of this phrase in the specification, and one of 

ordinary skill in the art would not be aware of the metes and bounds of the invention. 

For this reason, these claims are render indefinite. Prior art rejection of this limitation 

has been withheld pending further clarification by the Applicant. 
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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Odom et al (US Patent 6,058,379) in view of Hanson et al (US Patent 5,974,398) 

and Official Notice. 

Referring to claims 1-25, Odom teaches a method and system for computer- 
assisted auction comprising: 

• scrolling on a display device at least one image of a plurality of objects for 
auction (column 8, lines 30-60); 

• selecting at least one of the plurality of objects for viewing detailed 
information regarding the object including a bid price and a deadline for 
submitting a bid (column 5, line 1 1 - column 6, line 55); 

• submitting a bid to purchase the object (column 6, lines 28-30); 

• displaying a three-dimensional object rotated by a viewer for viewing 
(column 8, lines 30-60); 

Odom does not teach providing a split screen for displaying broadcasts, narrow casts, 
and streaming video for viewing live auction events alongside three-dimensional 
objects. However, Hanson teaches a system that uses multimedia in an auction 
environment (column 8, lines 33-62). Therefore it would have been obvious to one of

ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention was made, to incorporate the teachings 
of Hanson in the system of Odom. One of ordinary skill in the art would have been 
| motivated to do so in order to provide a user with advertisements of various products 

and services. Odom also does not teach visual or audible cues to alert the viewer of an 
occurrence. However, Official Notice is taken that it is old and well known in the art to 
use visual and audible cues. Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art, at the time the invention was made, to incorporate various cues into the 
system and method of Odom. One of ordinary skill in the art would have been 
motivated to do so in order to provide various forms of alerts as is well known in the art.
